markable scene Wednesday afternoon on 
Fifth avenue, the main thoroughfare of the 
city. The Leader had given a dinner to the 
1,000 newsboys and bootblacks of Pittsburg 
and the urchins were in a hilarious mood 
About 3 o'clock some 500 of them a-ssembla 
near the court houso and began badgering 
an Italian fruit vender.

Fruit, cakes and pies, 
brought from the >"ew Year's feast, were 
first burled at the fleeing men. Then mud 
and stones, and any missiles the lads got hold 
of were used. Due Italian had his cheek laid 
open and another was cut across the fore- 
head. A number of bystanders were hit and 
several ladies had their dresses ruined by 
the filth from the streets thrown by the 
boys.

WHY XOT MOVE. 


The Despatch persists in quoting from 


outside journals to show that the negro in 
the south is in a terrible plight. In the 
•-peech delivered recently by Mr. Grady at 
the Bobton banquet lie went 011 to show 
from prison statistics that in the south there 
was a smaller percentage of negroes in the 
penitentiaries than in the north. This state- 
ment was aimed directly at the investigat- 
ing intelligence of >"ew England, and of the 
whole north, and yet it lias not been dis- 
puted, so far as we have been able to see. 
But there are some of these northern papers 
that will continue to harp in a general way 
about the injustice that is done the negro 
in southern courts. The Indianapolis Jour- 
nal wants to know if white men are ever 
punished in three or four southern states 
for murdering negroes, and The Despatch 
expresses a desire for information on the 
same subject by reprinting the question. 


Probably this question was brought up 


by some lecent troubles that occurred be- 
tween white and black men in a portion of 
some southern country. The Despatch has 
been at this very matter before, It seems 
that several negroes got too much whibkey 
aboard, and started in to exterminate ?oine 
officers who tried to arrest theis. They did 
kill all the officers in *-:5/it and then sought 
hiding places. Tnis performance aroused 
' vk'fff, 
and before the trouble was 


settled several negroes were killed. 
Those 


who have read the news columns of The 
Despatch will see that this statement is a 
fair one. 
Those who depend upon its ed- 


itorial columns will have quite a different 
opinion. 


We don't think the white men will re- 


ceive any legal punishment for the part 
they took in this affair; neither would they 
under exactly the same circumstances in 
Macon county, and no one is better aware 
of this than the hot-bloods who spread the 
doctrine of hatred against the south. But 
it is safe to make these little inquiries here 
in the north. They have the proper par- 
tisan ring to 
them, and treat 
about 


matters which, on account of their dis- 
tance, 
our 
people 
do 
not 
know 


a 
great deal. There is 
probably not 


a copy of southern prison 'statistics in De- 
catur. For all we know, one-fourth of the 
southern white men who are in the peni- 
tentiaries may be there on accouut of crimes 
they committed against the negroes. We 
can't say that such is the case, neither can 
we say that it is not true. 
The Indianapo- 


lis Journal and The Decatur Despatch are 
in exactly the same position. But these 
papers find it convenient to make inquiries 
in a general way. 


It is only a short time since the same 


style of papers were in the habit of asking 
questions that would lead northern part- 
isan) to believe that most of the southern 
negroes were thrown into prison . upon the 
flimsiest kind of pretenses. A southern 
man came north and choked that lie, and 
now we have a new question poked at us: 
one that complains because a sufficient 
number of southern white men are not in 
the penitentiary. 
Some day this will 


be answered, and then we will be met by 
another question. We all know the old 
adage about the relative difficulty in asking 
and answering questions. 


As a matter of fact, we of the north have 


a great many questions of our own to settle. 
We have something to do besides studying 
the southern problem in all its details. The 
Indianapolis Journal might spend a little 
more of Its time in explaining why Dudley, 
the man who debauched Indiana, was not 
brought to legal punishment. This patriot 
bird of prey visited Indianapolis not long 
since, and, although there was a warrant 
standing out against him, no officer dared to 
put a hand on him. He wasn't even put 
through the ceremony of arrest and acquit- 
tal. If there is to be complaint because 
some one imagines that white mea are not 
punished in the south for offenses against 
the negro, why should not we be allowed 
to ask a question when we know that some 
notorious and professional northern offen- 
der ha s not been punished for his crime 
against the white people of an entire state. 
It would be j ait as well (or us to pay a lit- 
tle more attention to our own affairs; we 
know more about the facts that surround 
them, and we can discuss them without 
calling entirely on our imaginations. 


While we are engaged in punishing our 


own offenders we can be be sure that the 
case of the southern negro Is not entirely 
bad. It seems that the blade men stick 
rather closely to the south. If their lot is 
so hopeless down there, why don't they 
come into the north right among our people 
who hare bwo adverttelof such freat love 


for It-em? The chains o£ s'ave'y no longer 
•Ii M them back. 
We have dc»prttd farms 


f.trtns in Vormcmt to which a fee simple 
title ran be hail fur the asking. Out of a 
vote ni 00,000 that state I/as a republican 
inaj.rri'y nf'Jfi,000.

There is somi'thing wrong wiih tbis long 
tile of southern outrage; it'doesn't hang 
together. Tlie facts aud unaccrptcd oppor- 
tunities that are known to all give it the lie. 
Lf the negro were an outlaw in South Caro- 
lina, hn would go to Vermont; y< s if lie had 
to walk arid beg food on his wav.

The Herald came out with a lot of New 


Year's editorial on January 2. As it was 
only a day la'e in this instance perhaps we 
ought not to complain too much. It was 
great speed for The Herald. But Xew 
Year's editorials bhould come out on the 
first day of the year, and as this event is 
one that can be foreseen, and learned be 
fore hand without the necessity of goinc to 
extra expense for specials, the wonder is 
that The Herald did not catch on in time.
